SCORES KILLED 


Troops Fire Upon Mobs of Strikers in 


Poland—A Bloody Conflict 


FoJIowed. 


Berlin, Feb. 10 — Dispatches from 


Sosuovice, Poland, describe the bloody 
character of the conflict between the 
military and strikers at the Katherinen 
iron works. One correspondent tele- 
graphs that in persons were killed and 
•i't wounded while another gives the 
number Killed as 50. The military 
llrc'd eight volleys. Another collision 
occurred at the Nifka mine, beyond 
Modr/.eff, where it is rumored 150 per- 
sons were killed. A third collision oc- 
curred near Milonic, but was bloodless. 


Employers Forced to Pay. 


Lodz, Feb. 10.—At the Coats thread 


mills and many other establishments 
the strikers were paid three days' 
wages as an advance, although it was 
claimed that i.othing was legally iluo 
them. The managers of Hemtzel's 
mill refused to pay anything, and the 
workmen, threatened to wreck the 
place. The military prepared to fire 
and for a moment the situation was 
extremely grave, but the management 
finally yielded and agreed to pay pro- 
vided the men promised to return to 
work on Monday. Another manager 
refused payment to the strikers, but at 
the point of a revolver was compelled 
to promise payment. Employers are 
paying only as a matter of expediency. 


Charge Against Gorky. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 10. — Absolute 


secrecy is still maintained regarding 
the exact nature of the charge against 
Novelist Gorky, but it is believed that 
it is an alleged attempt to induce 
troops to mutiny and to stir up a revolt 
of workmen. It has not yet been de- 
cided whether he will be tried by a 
military or a civil court, but it is prac- 
tically certain that the charges against 
him do not involve the death penalty. 


Fired on a Mob. 


Sosnovice, Feb. 10.—Strikers at- 


tacked the workers in the electric sta- 
tion. Troops fired from the windows 
of the plant, wounding many people. 
The situation here is much disturbed, 
but the military force is sufficient to 
awe rioters. Eight battalions of infan- 
try, eight squadrons of cavalry and one 
regiment of Cossacks are now in the 
town. 


Governor General Dead. 


London, Feb. 10.—Special dispatches 


from Warsaw report the death of Gov- 
ernor General Tchertkoff of the prov- 
ince of "Warsaw, who was wounded in 
the leg in a recent encounter between 
troops and strikers. 


Men Again Quit Work. 


St. Petersburg-, Feb. 10.—The strike 


.is again on at Putiloff 
and Franco- 


Russian works. This morning a num- 
ber of employes of these firms, after 
conference with directors, went 
out 


owing to refusal of manufacturers to 
grant eight hour day. Strikers march- 
ed in small groups through city. No 
disorders are feared. 


More Go on Strike. 


St. Petersburg-, Feb. 10.—The strike 


situation is still uneasy and trade is 
paralyzed by a feeling of uncertainty 
which prevails throughout 
the em- 


pire. It is estimated that .30.000 addi- 
tional workers went out on strike yes- 
terday. 
The men are bitter because 


they have not received promised re- 
forms promptly. 


Second Siberian Railway. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 10— It has been 


finally decided to build a second Si- 
berian railway from Tomsk to Omsk. 
The work will be inaugurated m the 
spring. 
This project has long been 


contemplated, but heretofore, whenev- 
er broached by the ministry of ways 
and communications, opposition has 
been raised on account of the heavy 
expense which must of necessity be 
incurred. The present Siberian road 
is a single track affair and totally in- 
adequate to take care of the trallic 
over Us branches. 


Witte's Liberal Policy. 


St. Petersburg. Feb. 10.— M. Witte's 


policy favoring the widest discussion 
of the reforms is giving the greatest 
satisfaction. It is understood that 
Privy Councillor Kobeko will summon 
a conference of editors before preced- 
ing to discuss the press reforms, and 
the metropolitan of St. Petersburg is 
convoking ministers of all creeds prior 
to the consideration by special com- 
mittee of the point in Emperor Nich- 
olas' ukase dealing with religious tol--r- 
ance.

Revolution In Farming. 


The idea of inoculating the soil with 


benign bacteria to increase it-* fertili- 
ty and multiply the fruits of the ground 
is something one might expect to find 
in a story by Jules Verne, but scarce- 
ly in real life.

Washington, Feb. 10—As bulletined 


to the Advocate yesterday afternoon, 
by a vo'te of 326 to 17, the House of 
Representatives passed 
the 
Esch- 


Townsend bill extending authority to 
the Interstate Commerce commission 
to regulate freight rates. The nega- 
tive vote was made up of 11 Republi- 
cans and C Democrats.

hours of^ the debate were occupied by 
Messrs. *Williains (Miss.), the minor- 
ity leader, and Hepburn (la.), chair- 
man of the committee whicl^reported 
the bill. Mr. Williams, while support- 
ing the minority measure, even though 
he said he knew it could not pass, com- 
plimented the Republicans for bringing 
in a bill which was much better than 
he expected would come from them.

Dayton, O., Feb. 10—As the result of 


a collision between a Dayton, Spring- 
field and Urhana traction car and a 
Dayton, Covmgton and Piqua tracation 
stock car several miles east of this 
city last night, L. D. Parker, of Piqua, 
a furniture dealer, sustained a fracture 
of the skull, dying Within a short time; 
Andrew Trieb, ot 3304 Capital avenue, 
Indianapolis, Ind , six" ribs 
fractured, 


and internally injured, may die: B. M. 
McCollem, Columbus, compound frac- 
ture of the left leg, teeth knocked out 
and badly bruised; W. W. Barkalow, 
Dayton, left leg fractured; 
M. H. 


Nixon, Dayton, knee joint dislocated; 
Mrs. Mattie Zoll, Dayton, spine injured 
and severe bruises about the face. 


The D, C. and P. ear had just un- 


loaded at the Union, stock yards, east 
of the city, and was endeavoring to 
reach the switch located about halt a 
mile farther east. It is alleged that 
no signals were displayed, and the mo- 
torman on the incoming pasenger car 
on the D. S .and U. failed to notice 
that the freight car was backing down 
until it was too late to avoid the col- 
lision.
